GIGANTIC BATTLE AGAINST 
BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS 


Over 1,000,000 tuberculin tests were 
conducted on cattle in Canada during 
the past year, it was stated by Dr. G. 
Hilton, veterinary director-general of 
the department of agriculture. Al- 
most 1,000,000 cattle will be retested 
this year and between 10,000 and 15,- 
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000 new herds added. With Canada’s 
cattle population approximately 9,- 
000,000 and her milch cow population 
Slightly over the third of the third 
of the total, the battle to free Canad- 
jan herds from tuberculosis is a gi- 
gantic one, 

The department is discontinuing al- 
together this year compensating 
farmers whose cattle react to the test 
if they are under the municipal tu- 
bercular order, However, under the 
other policies the compensation will 
be paid as heretofore. 

The object of the department is not 
primarily to protect the health of the 
public by this battle against bovine 
tuberculosis, The protection of the 
health of the people is a provincial 
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incredibly foolish conduct of his 
wife (Cora) made a large contribu- 
tion.

It is for the 
provincial and municipal authorities 
to see that milk and milk products 
free from tubercular germs, are pro- 
vided to the consumer sof the Domin- 
ion. These authorities are responsi- 
ble that the pasteurization is effective 
and dmpure milk kept from the 
public, 

The primary object of the agricul- 
tural department is to “reduce ' the 
economic losses in livestock ‘because 
of tuberculosis.” 

When the fight against bovine tu- 
berculosis first started in this coun- 
try, it was in what were known as 
supervised herds. In this the govern- 
ment tested the herds but did not 
pay any compensation for the cattle 
that were weeded out. That is stiil 
in force and nearly 20,000 herds will 
be dealt with this summer. 


Then came the municipal plan in 
1914. Under it a municipality took 
steps to insure that all the milk sold 
within its borders was from tuber- 
cular-free herds. The government 
tested any herd from which milk was 
sold to the corporation making the 
application. Some 28 municipaities 


originally went into the scheme and 
the government’ tested the herds. 
The farmers were compensated for 


loss of the reactors, 


For some time it has been felt that 
this was a very ineffective method of 
fighting the disease and very expen- 
sive. Accordingly some eight or niné 
years ago the department decided to 
carry on with the municipalities al- 
ready in the scheme but to accept 
no more applications. Now, however, 
the entire scheme has been dropped in 
favor of the restricted area plan, the 
accredited herd plan and the super- 
vised herds. . 

One of the arguments against the 
municipal plan was that only herds 
supplying a certain municipality 
would be tested. <All around it were 
cattle in herds not so tested. The 
owner of the tested herd was contin- 
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uously replacing milkers in his herd 
with milkers he ‘bought elsewhere. 
The result was that the herds would 
not stay free of the disease and the 
number of animals which had to be 
slaughtered was great with a corres- 
pondingly heavy compensation bill 
for the government with very little 
progress. 

Under the restricted area plan how- 
ever entire areas are cleared of tu- 
beroular cows and county after coun- 
ty has gone in for this plan with its 
compensations. 

The accredited herd plan, an_ in- 
ternational agreement whereby herds 
with purebred animals for sale are 
tested and compensation given for 
animals destroyed will remain = in 
force. 


WHEN SIGNS FAIL 


Writing on the subject “Some Com- 
mon Beliefs That Are False,’ in the 
New Outlook, a professor quotes the 
results of his investigations concern- 
ing some of the superstitions about 
the weather. It is rather too bad to 
thus debunk the legends which have 
grown up and which are accepted as 
almost gospel truth by many citizens, 
some of them being as follows: “If a 
cat sneezes, rain is coming; if a dog 
eats grass in the morning, bad weath- 
er will follow, Other signs of rain 
said to be infallible are when dogs dig 
holes in the ground, howl when they 
leave the house, or refuse to eat meat. 
If the bull goes to the pasture before 
the other cattle, rain is near. If the 
cattle Iie down early in the day, Neck 
their forefeet, scratch against posts, 
or look up at the sky while lowing— 
all these mean rain. Cold weather 
is said to be indicated by cows failing 
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in their milk, shaking their feet, or 
acting restlessly. Storms are near 
when pigs squeal loudly, for they are 
said to be able to ‘see wind’.” 


“Pure chance,’ says the professor. 
“In most cases there is no value in 
such vredictions.” 


There are other popular beliefs 
which secure widecredence but which 
also have no basis in scientific fact. 
They concern the moon. Some rural 
people often farm ‘by the moon.” 
They plant seeds, shear sheep, butch- 
er hogs, trim trees and lay shingles 
according to the time of the moon. 
They believe that meat killed in the 
dark of the moon shrinks when cook- 
ed; that crops growing above the 
ground only thrive if planted in the 


_dark of the moon, while crops grow- 
ing below the ground, 


like potatoes, 
must be planted in the light of the 
Shingles put on a roof during 
a new moon are believed to curl up 
and pull the nails out. ‘Yet our pro- 
fessor informant puts no reliance in 
any of these beliefs. Careful studies 
of all these situations he writes, show 
that there is no relation whatever be- 
tween the time of the moon and any 
of the above results. Seeds grow in 
any moon; shingles will curl up re- 
gardless of the moon, and meat willl 
shrink at any time.—Hanover Post.

I received a letter not long ago 
from way up in Canada asking for 
directions for making tvinegar with 
brown sugar, It really interested me 
and I deciced to find out more about 
the home manufacture and tell all my 
readers about it. 

It seems that vinegar can be made 
in several different ways and the 
brown sugar process is one of them. 
and is made through a process of fer- 
and is made though a process of fer- 
mentation. And I was surprised and 
glad to hear, vinegar made with sugar 
is dangerous to use—except externally 
—unless the fermentation is watched 
with laboratory care. 

Of course, most of us can't give 
this attention to the product and 
ought not to try it. The only excep- 
tion to this is the apple vinegar which 
can ibe made at home because the 
fermentation is natural and does not 
have to ‘be watched so closely as when 
{it {3 produced artificially ‘by the 
combination of sweet and sour. 


Sliced Cucumber Pickles 

Peel and slice three dozen cucum- 
bers and one dozen onions. Salt sep- 
arately and let stand over night. In 
the morning, drain, mix, pack in jars, 

Put in kettle two cups of sugar, 
five cups of vinegar, three teaspoons 
of white mustard: seed, two teaspoons 
of ground white pepper and one 
tablespoon of celery seed. Let mixture 
come to a boil. Remove from fire 
and let stand until perfectly cold. 
Then add four tablespoons of horse- 
radish, 

Pour over cucumbers and onions 
and seal in crocks or jars. 

PRESERVING RECIPES 
Pickled Peaches 

8 pounds of peaches 

1 pint of vinegar 

4 pounds of sugar 

Stick two or three cloves in each 
peach; add a few sticks of cinnamon 
to syrup; cook five or ten minutes 
until tender. Cool peaches and syrup 
separately; put in jars and pour 
syrup over them. Let stand twenty- 
four hours; seal jars.

1 cup finely chopped cooked chick- 
en or veal. : 

1 cup canned corn (or fresh, cook- 
ed).

Pepper to taste. 

Fine dry ‘bread crumbs. 

2 eggs, well beaten. 

¥% cup milk. 

‘Cook ‘the noodles until tender’ in 
boiling salted water. Drain and com- 
bine them with the rest of the in- 
gredients.

IMMUNITY AND RESISTANCE 
(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 

Some tell us vital resistance doesn’t 
mean anything. Others go so far as 
to say it doesn't even exist. In my 
opinion, both groups are all wrong. . 

As is well known we are. sur- 
rounded at all times by harmful fac- 
tors capable of destroying lfe, and it 
stands to reason that nature would 
not let us go unprotected against 
these dangers. As a matter of fact, 
did we not have some weapon for 
fighting these - enemies, the human 
race would have become extinct cen- 
turies ago. 

So our common sense tells us that 
every living organism miust possess 
the capacity for resisting the danger- 
ous influence that encompass it, if 
it is to survive, This capacity I call 
vital resistance, Some call it immun- 
ity. 

Difference Between Immunity and 

Resistance 


The measure of resistancerwe pos- 


sess protects us against all dangers 
(excepting, of course, accidents). Im- 
munity, however, rafeguards us 
against a certain disease, only. Thus 
we may possess immunity to small- 
pox, but not to typhoid, whereas we 
have a certain amount of resistance 
to ‘both, 
_ Lowered Resistance 

Vital resistance may ‘be reduced in 
a variety of ways. Loss of sleep, mal- 
nutrition, fatigue, alcoholism are ex- 
amples of factors through which re- 
sistance to disease may ‘be broken 
down, 

If our capacity to withstand dis- 
ease is founded solely on immunity to 
different diseases, why is it that we 
do not contract those diseases when 
exposed to them in our unimmunized 
state I have at no time in my life 
been immune to pneumonia, but I 
hhaven’t had :pneumonia, although I 
have ‘been repeatedly exposed to it 
and have had pneumonia germs in my 
throat. 

How did I escape having pneu- 
monia? Were the germs weak sis- 
ters? Oh, was I too strong for the 
germs? If my blood destroys them 
as fast as they multiplied in the 
past, why may it some day fail to do 
this and I succumb to the disease? 
What should make my blood fail to do 
at one time what it successfully does 
at another time? 

All of which convinces me_ that 
so long-as we keep our vital forces 
at par we will be safe against dis- 
ease—immunity or no immunity.—

THE HODSON PLAN TO 
STABILIZE COMMODITY PRICES 

The Proposal: 

By international agreement, entered 
into by the major wheat producing 
countries, to enact uniform laws 
which would render illegal all trans- 


actions in wheat below a certain lev- 
el. The suggested level, based on the 
thirty year average price at Liverpool, 

Results: 

1. The commodity 
immediately become a counterpoise 
influence and bring under control the 
uneconomic and unreasonable fluctu- 
ations in wheat prices, and of other 
commodities, because of the stabilized 
relationship, so established, between 
the most important world commodity 
and the dollar value, 


2. The immorality of speculation in 
the food of the people, and with the 
productive energy and welfare of the 
farmer would be automatically abol- 
ished. The grain business would he 
taken over by legitimate merchandis- 
ing agencies whose activities would 
be wholly dictated.. by true idemand 
arising ott of consumer need. 

3. All surplus wheat would be ren- 
dered, economically speaking, inert, 
and remain in the farmer’s hands, In 
that position it would have no econ- 
omic significance; until released to 
become part of a legitimate transac- 
tion. The world surplus would he 
(prevented from {becoming lan) ‘econ- 
omic burden upon the world, ‘but 
would be translated into innumerable 
insignificant personal problems to he 
solved by each producer in the ght 
of his personal position and outlook. 
The sum of these personal adjus®. 
ments would bring about sound econ- 
omic world adjustment, and at fhe 
same time insure a reasonable word 
carry-over which could be drawn 
upon in the event of widespread un- 
favorable weather conditions in more 
than one country, in one season. In- 
dividually, this reserve surplus would 
be available to the producer who suf- 


wheat, would 


fered drought after a good crop and 
would he of established value. For 
this reason, reasonable surpluses 


would be carried as a reserve against 
natural hazards. 


4. It would be necessary to estab- 
lish an equitable system of’ quotas as 
between exporting countries. It wou'd 
also be necessary for cash producing 
nation to establish a board to regu- 
late distribution of demand among: 
the wheat producing areas: but only 
for that portion of production in ex- 
cess of 50%; for 50% of seasonal pro- 
duction could be contracted for at not 
less than the’ established minimum 
price.

During the lifetime of many now 
living the development of medical 
science and preventive measures ‘has 
increased. the average length of life 
from 40 to 58 years, but this is by no 
means our possible objective. Hx- 
pert research workers find that at a 
cost of $2.50 per capita, wisely spent 
for preventative measures and pub- 
lic health education, the average life 
can certainly we prolonged another 
ten years. 

Life insurance companies fini it 
profitable to pay the cost of having 
their policyholders examined annual- 
ly. Their records show that these. 
people so examined add nine or more 
and 


years to their life expectancy, 
further calculation indicates that ty 
starting these examinations early in 


life, 15 or more years could be added. 
to the average life. 

Are we, then, contented to go on 
throwing away these years, which 
amount to more than a quarter of 
the present average lifetime, or shail 
we preserve, for ourselves and our 
children, this period of life which is 
to be had for the taking? 

Little cost and little time need be 
expended, and surely the reward is 
a, bountiful one, mot only in the 
years added to our life, but also in 
a greater enjoyment of life made 
possible by a more healthy body.

NEW MARRIAGE ACT IN FORCE 


Saskatchewan's new marriage act 
/passed at the ast session of the leg- 


jiplaiure came tnto force Saturday, 
July 1st. Males now seeking a mar- 
;riage license will be required to 


| show a health certificate signed by a 
duly qualified medical practitioner, 
made as the result of an examination 
not more than ten days preceding 
the marriage, Medical certificates 
may tbe obtained from any qualified 
physician. There are no set fees for 
such examination, this being a mat- 
ter as between the physician and the 
applicant. The new legislation 
provides for the lapse of seven days 
from the date that formal applica- 
tion is made to the issuer of licenses 
before the license may »>e_ issued. 
Both parties to the proposed mar- 
riage must sign the application.

To compensate for the natural turn- 
ing of the eggs normally caused by the 
‘restless movements of a sitting hen, 
the eggs are turned on their shelves:
